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Background 


The USG's proposal is for UNAMIR to establish a secure zone 
inside Rwanda along the border with Burundi to protect refugees 
and displaced persons in the most immediate danger and provide 
security for the delivery of humanitarian relief. The augmented 
force would deploy to Burundi and establish a base of operations 
m Burundi near the Rwandan border. It would then conduct 
cross-border operations . to secure and establish displaced 
persons UNHCR-run camps within Rwanda, and provide continuous 
security for the operation of those camps. The force would 
establish the camps' security, but not transport displaced 
persons to the camps. The force would also secure lines of 
communication and relief convoys in the zone. 


The Rules of Engagement would clearly spell out the 
authority of the UN Force Commander to defend the humanitarian 

mission to include UN forces, camps and displaced persons being 
protected. y
